Dills are
pouring in npon paterfamiliag, Crossing-aweap-
ere, with sprigs of holly in their brooms, are
doubly assiduous in wishing pedestrians the
gompliments of the soason; crowds of holiday-
makers throng the streets, and blook up shop:
windows, and Messrs. Taoks, Hammer, and
Pradawl are glaving away for the lmlwr;cflth"

The good-natured father taking dresa-cirole
ficketa at the box-offioo thinks nothing of _Hu.-
harrying to and fro, of the hammering, puint-
ing, and polishing guln;i on within the dingy
brick walls: the languid gentleman who has
agreed to be present in a private box at the
first representation of the pantomima, dons
not trouble his head about the labor and the
talent employed in produving the g’mmi soeno
of the Princess Peewit's 'alnce of Pearls; and
the students of the many-colored posters stnck
upon the hoardings of the mutrnpn‘li.‘-! care
nothing respecting the means by which the
Demon Discord’s dismal dungeon is to be
transformed into the realms of dazzling light.,
Mesers, Tacks, Hammer, and Bradawl slave,
without ceasing, surrounded by glus, beer-
eang, shavinge, and tools, while fairies in
dingy skirts practise their poses under the
direction of a blustering ballet-master. But
what have the public to do with this, provided
the curtain rises at the Tru;wr time on the
opening scene of the grand new pantomime of
"}Earlequin King Canute 1"

Ting-a-ring-a-ting sounds the prompler's
Bell, and the orchestra strikes up an overture
of popular airs, to the great delight of the

ll?;ury, who recognize the favorite tunes and

eep time with their feet, and to the still
greater pleasure of the junior members of a
numerous family of children, who crowd one
another against the edge of a private box,
standing literally on the tiptoe of sxpectation,
and peer and peep and gaze in wonder, first
®on the brilliantly lighted, crowded houss, and
then on the dull green baize which shuts out
fairyland,

Hark! the prompter's bell a second time,
and the curtain rolls slowly up and discovers
the abode of the Demon Disgcord, Let you
and me, my dear Lounger, who have seen
similar scenes scores of times, turn our backs
‘Fm the stage and watch the sgcenes of real
life in the auditorium of the theatre this box-
ing might. That large box to the left, the
attendant wounld tell you, was taken a fort-
mnight ago by Mr. Sittyman, and there is Mr,
Sittyman at the back, smiling good-naturadly,
and holding his youngest in his arms, quist.
ing her fears of the Demon Discord with acidu-
lated drops, and pointing out the beauties of
the Bower of Everlasting Peas, with a fat,
stobby finger.

Mr. Sittyman, as perhaps you are aware, is
a hard-working merchant, not a city magnate,
but a dull, steady, plodding man, never dream-

ing of soaring on the wings of gigantic specula-
tion, but content to ride to his office day by

dlay to go through the smme routine his father
did before him—a man who goes home by the
gix o'clock omnibus to Peckham with the
regularity of clockwork, and whose only dis-
sipation in the year is this one visit to the
theatre with his children on boxing night.
Have you any notion, my dear Lounger, what
a day this twenty-gixth of Decembur has been
to Mrs. Bittyman at Peckham, preparing for
the annnal festivity ? Whalt ironing of muslin
frocks, sewing on of buttons to tiny garments,
and finally, what bustle and confusion, pack-
fug the entire family inlo a cab to get off to
meet papa in St. Alphage lane.

It was a severe trial, doubtless, for Mr.

Adolphus Bittyman, aged seveuteen, to enter
the theatre with a launghing sister of eight
clinging to him, and asking absurd questions
in a terribly loud voloe, while a juvenila bro-
ther ¢lutched his coat-tails—the tails of that
snored thing, & first dress coat—and shrieked
with laughter at soma. joke of papa’s. A
severs trial for Mr. Adolphus, who last panto-
mime season had only been Master Dolly ina
jacket and lay-down collars, homa from school
for the Christmas holidays, but who is now a
man of business, glih in city quotations, cogni-
zant of Mincing ’i.uue matters, and interested
In the rize and fall of stock, Next to Mr,
Adolphus in order of seniority Iz Miss Adel-
githa, a blooming damsel of ten, who has,
with Sittyman precocity, already attained the
“first sweetheart” stage of life, has inter-
changed sugarsticks with the object of her
affections, and has daneed with him an entive
evening at Mrs. Mincing’s ball. Alas, for the
fickleness of the female heart ! Yon may per-
celve, my obsérvingoompanion, Miss Adelgitla,
this twenty-sixth of December, is enslaved
anew by the Prince in the pantomime, and
that Lher Arthur Henry, In tonic and
knickerbockers, is .llll'-_'m].y forgotten for the
velvel-caped, silk-stockinged scion of a regal
hounse, who puns, sings, and dances with mook
hilarity before a sham castle on the boards of
the Theatre Royal. Mizs Ropalind Sittyman
i there too, with large, dark, w idi:‘np:m-
eyes, drinking in eagerly the wonderfu) sight
befors her, and Master lorace lounges in front
of her, dividing his altention betwesn a oake
and the antics of Demon Digoord.

Bee, my good friend, the grand transforma-
tion scene is abont to commence.  The dismal
dungeon of the Demon parts in the cantre, and
the realms of dareling light are disclosed, elit
tering and sparkling with the greatest attain
able theatrieal brillianoy. Lvery moment
freah besuties are disclosed to the openseyed
children, who clap their tiny hanis together,
and vie with each other in exclumatory *'oly
my’s, '’ till the eulminating point is renched,
and Clown, welcomed with a shout of delight,
comes bounding on the stage, followed ULy
Pantaloon, while Harlequin and Columbine

080 themselves in graceful attitudes in the

ull glave of the colored fire,

It seens 1o ma, wy dear Lounger, thongh
Ihave beguiled yon into turning your back
upon the stage, and you mmiss the dazasling
splendor of Blank and Pivestars' famoud
transformation scene, that by looking round
the house this evening you are fully repaid
your admission fee. Turn from the Sittyman
party, at which you haye Leen so fixedly
ghzing for the last twenty minutes, and sweep
the other private boxes with that powerful
lorgnette of yours, and tell me what vou see.
Laughing children, pleased mothers, and de-
lighted fathers ? No. Al 1 porcsive. You
are looking 1nto the box where those els.

antly ‘attiréd < children are sitling o go-
ﬁ.wl , without ruoving a musels of thalr faees
at Clown’s antics and Harlequin's {rigks,
Whio are they ! Members of the aristooragy *
Not.a bit of it. They are the :!aurlnmru of Mr.
Louig Memo, who made a fortana by supplying
the British Government with Lot-waler bel-

tles daring the Crimean war, and who s now
struggling into fashionable sooiety, and is try-
frig to Bbuy an H. M. ship. Those unfortunate
irls have bean tanght that to La amused s to
o valgar., Bee how contemptuously they look
at their poor govermess, who, seated in
the darkest eorner of the box where she can
seo lenst, oannot restrain her laughter avery
now and then when any ocomlo l]uu:lqu Is
oing on mpon the stage. Poor thing!
leaven koows, her laughing houra are few
and fur betwesn, and yet, I doubt not, Mrs.
Nemo wonld grudge her this Httle merriment.
But, then, you #ee,she {5 only the daughter of a
beave officer who died in lighting his country's
battles, while Mr. Nemo, rf-mufning at homa,
made worthless hot-water bottles, which he
nold at treble thelr value {0 a too confiding
administration. Little Miss Victorin Nemo is
attired inthe most expensive manner, and ia
dressed, and straightened, and stiffened to a
dangerous extent: yet 1 have no hesitation in
saying, Miss Adelgitha Sittyman is ten times
]m),\piur Iu'l.(l nmerrer,
am uot prenching, my dear Lounger,
that poverty is better than wealth, or that
happinesg 12 to be more easily found in
grey  alpaca than in embroidered musling
mt I confesa it does exoite my indigna-
tion, 1o see those who should be merry little
girls, trimmed and drilled into prim little
women, discuesing the fashions when they
ought to be nursing thelr dolls, and consalt-
ing the proprieties when they shonld be
enjoying the fresh, hearty, pleasant laugh of
childhood.
Bee there, my dear Lonnger, in the next box
but one, is a sight which does me inflnitely
more good to look npon than the prim face
and careful toilet of Mins Victoria Nemo. If
you are an observing man, my shrewd com-
{mniuu. and tolerably well acquainted with
ondon, you cannot fail to know Zero's.
Joseph Zero is by profesgion a grocer, but b
taste a theatrical critic. You must know his
ghop, in which the many-colored posters
of the wvarious theatres completely hide
from view the stock-in-trade; but, at any rate,
there, in the box bafore you, you see the man
himself with his family, A ““first night” at
any oue of the theatres wonld be incom-
plete without Zero, but the treasury is never
one penny the richer for his attendance. His
acquaintance with gentlemen of the theatrical
profession is sufliviently large to enable him,
at any time, to secure gratuitous seats for
himself and friends, however orowded the
house., If you like to lurk to-morrow morn-
ing in front of his shop, you will doubtless
gee Jlarlequin (now so nimbly capering on
the stage) enter it, not by a flying leap through
the window, but by the door, like an ordinary
mortal; and if you ara patient at your
post, you may have the fortune later in the
day to gee Clown, in the costnme of the nine-
teenth century, emerge from the same door
with a few sauzages, neatly wrapped in paper,
in his hand, instead of hanging ina long strin
from the capacious pocket of his professiona
dress. In his own neighborhood, Mr. Zero is
looked upon with awe and respect; for it is not
every one who possesses the privilege of oall-
ing actors familiayly by their Christian names;
and, 1 can gssure you, in the profession his
opinion is valued not a littla—for hardly ever
hasg he been known to prophesy incorrectly the
success or fallure of a new piece,

Look at him now as he stands at the back of -

the box, his good-natured face beaming with
laughter, at one of the atalest of stale panto-
mime tricks, e knows how it is done, he
knows the man who does it, and he has seen
it a hundred times before; but yet he langhs
and enjoys it as much as eithor of the vhil-
dren in front of him. Hig lheart, mind, and
time are entiraly given to theatrical matters.
Contrast him for a moment with that middle-
aged gentlanan alone in the hox beneath, who,
after listening and lopking for some half-hour,
has allowed the curtain to fall so as to
shade his face, and i3 sleeping calmly
and peacefully at the Dback, despite
the moise of the harlequinade. That
guntleman is a professional dramatic oritic’
and you will probably read half a column to-
morrow morning, in your newspaper, written
by him, enlogizing **Harlequin King Canute,"’
and declaring it to be far superior to the pan-
tomime of the previous year.

I see your glass is already pointed to
another box, and by the smile nupon your face
l also #ee that you recogmize some friends,
The Honorable Charlie Asterisk is it 1 have
geen him in the U'ark, and, if I mistake not, in
the Burlington Arcade: 1 have met him in
Paris; | have spied him on adrag on Aseot
Heath; I foll in with him once at a pefit souper;
I have noticed him in the stalls at the Opera;
I —— well, perhaps, a3 yon say, I am mis-
taken; but youw, my dear Lounger, must
allow that 1this type of the Dritish
“swell’' is w0 common that, unless one has
the advantage of moving in his cirele, it is no
easy matter to distinguish him from his
fricnd. They both trim their whiskers to the
game pattern; they both wear coats of the
same make; and they both prononuce every-
thing “a baw,”” in precisely the game tone.
Obeerve him now, ¥ you please, as he fingers
his monstache, and gazes so pertinaciously
into space, dizdsining to be amused by the
stage performance, and give me your
candid opinion respecting him. Perhaps
you are right, my friend. It may be
an  exemplification of the fabla of
“The Fox and the Grapes;" for 1
certainly have not the honor of the asquaint-
ance of the Henorable Charlie Asterisk, nor of
the lady in the box with him; but at the same
time I would observe that 1 see no reason why
& gentleman should be ashamed to enjoy him-
gelf. Look there: on the other side of the
house is General Blankdash, with his chil-
drén, You remember how he fought and led
hig men to victory., You know how he was
honored by his queen, and publicly thanked
Ly his country ; yet when, a few minutes
ginee, the stage ‘*il}lii,‘.l'illﬂn tumbled over the
basket of orockery, his laugh was as loud as
that of any one In the theatre; yel no one
considers Lifm the less an officer and a goutle-
man foy it,

At that small box, high up, you may well
stare, for I sep you recognize another friend,
and in strange company. It @ yonng Syfer, 1
am gure, although he is doing his best to con-
cond himself bebind the curtain. Those very
extraordinarily dresged people with him are
some country relations from whom he has
axpectations, who have insisted on heing
taken to a pantomime on Boxing-night. Harry
Byfer, a3 you soe, has naturally hidden them
away in one of the most obsoure corners of the
honse. The Judy who will put her head,
adormed with a gauze turban, so sonsplénously
forward, is evidontly strange to o theatre
and it8 ways: she wants to look In
every direction al once—to take in the
entire scene, exoept  during the ballat,
when she relives to the  back ‘of  the
box in confusion, ]‘ihlnl‘l, aud even all this
distance youn will hear the hearty guifaws of
her jolly-faced husband, whose red cheeks
distend at each ome of *Clown's" practival
jokes, and whose brown hands meet in
sustatic ¢laps of applause upon every oveasion,
It dows one good to see people 5o thoroughly
enjoying themsolves; though 1 canuvot lwlp
Pitying poor Byler, upirlu;{‘ ps he does to be
& man of fashivu—thoogh bow he manages it
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on the salary ke gels from 1he Public
Waste Office, In which department he isa
*nnmr olerk, no ome oan tall. To-morrow
w will narrate to his friends how he
wad at the “Lane” in a private box: but he
will make no mention of those who accom-
panied and paid for him. Not that he s moan
or a coward: he oan uee hig flsts well, on an
emergency; but there is one thing no youn
man, however brave, oan fight against, anc
thal is ridicnle—known better, perhaps, under
the name of “ohafl,*

But, my dear Lounger, throngh the chinks
of this interesting scene before which Harle-
quin and Columbing are dancing with so much
avimation, I can see the gleams of light for
the finale, which tell me the grand Christmas
pantomime of ‘“Harlequin l-?lng Canute'' is
drawing to an end, and that we must hastily
sweep round the rest of the house with our
lorguettes, pausing for a fow minutes at that
lurge stage box tenanted entirely by men. It
is the author's box. He was there himsell
& few minutes since, but has gone behind now
o receive the congratulations of the manager.
You may #ee there, however, amongst his
friends, many a litorary notability, There is
Flasher, who cutup your friend's poems, one
of the meekest and mildest-looking of elderly
gentlemen, but with a tongue like a sword;
there is Crasher, who has just published that
actounding sensation npovel, in which the
heroine breaks all the laws in succession, and
finally marries the man of her chojce, and lives
happily ever afterwards ; and there is Dashor,
who writes those wounderful leaders in the
“Nightly Galvanizer,’ full of noble sentiment
and six-syllabled words,

But the final chord s played in the oroles-
tra, the green baize has fallen on the last
sceno, the box-Keepers are trying holland
pinafores over the ormolun, and the vast
audience is pushing and rushing and fighting
its way out into the cold, sluahy strects, set-
ting us an example which we, my patient
companion, had better follow, unless you
choose to remain here through the might, to
picture to yourgelf the diflerent ocoupants
those boxes into which we have bheen
gazing may have had since the flrat
opening of the theatre. Yon won't ! Come,
then, let wus adjourn to a house close
at hand, and disenss what we haye seen with
a few oysters; and if, my dear Lounger
yon consider this evening has heen we
gpent, we will visit some of the other Lon-
don theatres together, before long, for the
guke of their audiences; for to-night we have
been fully occoupied with the private boxes,
and have not even glanced at those little
worlds, the pit and gallery.—London Soeiety.
